obt&nied. A Municipal Hospital 
oiTered hospitalization to a.l 
and at a ra.e that all could af¬ 
ford to pay. Under the Municip¬ 
al Hospital scheme many people 
were hospitalized for min »• ail 
ments, that resulted in com¬ 
plete and quick relief, where 
otherwise they would likely use 
home remedies and aggravate 
many cases. 

K. L. Lee, member of the 
Town Council of Cards ton spoke 
briefly regarding his knowledge 
of thp Municipal Hospital as it 
relates to Town financing and 
said that it was one institution 
that caused the Council no wor¬ 
ry. It was a fin e asset for any 
Raymond visitor community to boast of a Munic¬ 
ipal Hospital and people of the 
Cardstcn district thought a 
was an great deal of theirs and would 
never think of being without its 
services. It had a very benefic¬ 
ial. effect on uniting the district 
and attracting people to set le 
in the district. 

W.D. Montgomery, Secretary 
ie Cardston Municipal Hos- 
answered a number of 
questions regarding the area of 
. ie district, valuation, mill rate, 
number of beds, etc. 

Paul Moreland was Chairman 
of the meeting and the infor¬ 
mation giveai during )the even¬ 
ing- cleared the situation up a 
great deal and made some un¬ 
decided people definitely decide 
in favor of the scheme.

Incorporation of Cost of Living 
Bonus into Wage Rates 

ATTENTION of all employers in Canada, su 1 . t to 
/ the Wartime Wages Control Order 1943 (P.C. 938 *), is 
J directed to the provisions of the Order requiring them to 
establish for each of their occupational classification:, not 
above the rank of foreman, a single wage rate or range <'f wage 
rates as prescribed by the rules set out in Schedule "A” of the 
Order by adding to the previous authorized single wage rate t>r 
previous authorized range of wage rates the amount of previous 
authorized cost of living bonus, and that such established single 
wage rate or range of wage rates shall be, effective for the first 
payroll period beginning on or after February 15, 1944. 

Employers who may not be paying previous authorized cost of 
living bonus as required by General Orders of the National Wat 
Labour Board, issued under dates of August 4, 1942, and Novem¬ 
ber 3, 1943, pursuant to the provisions of the Wartime Wages 
Control Order, P.C. 5963, are required to include such amounts 
of cost of living bonus in the establishment of wage rates of their 
employees under P.C. 9384 effective for the first payroll period 
beginning on or after February 15, 1944, as stated.

Provincial Governments, in or¬ 
der to simulate trade appren 
ticeship training. Dominion-Pro 
vincial agreements un the sub¬ 
ject are provided for. 

For the fiscal year 1944-45 
the Dominion fund available for 
distribution among the prov¬ 
inces is not to exceed $250,000. 
This sum will be laised to an 
anual $ 1 , 000,000 for lata fiscal 
years. 

The planned Dominion assist¬ 
ance is designed to supplement 
regular industrial apprentice¬ 
ship training. Apprentices, while 
working at industrail trades, 
will be subject to working con-, 
ditions and wage rates de ,erm- 
ined by the province under the 
agreement, arid Will be paid by 
the employer in the usual way. 

Each province must adminis¬ 
ter its share of the fund under'

an apprenticeship act or its eq¬ 
uivalent, and will be required to 
a pi out one or more apprentice¬ 
ship committees, composed of an 
equal number of representat¬ 
ives of employees and workers, 
together with representatives 
of Provincial Departments of 
Labour and Education. 

Both ex-servicemen and civil 
ians will benef t by the scheme. 
Where training of returned men 
is approved by the Minister of 
Pensions and National Health, 
the Dominion will p ay full costs 
In civ lian cases, costs will be 
divided fifty fifty between the 
Dominion and Provincial gov 


ermments. 

Commenting on the Order, 
Honourable Humphrey Mitchell 
Minister of 'Labour, stated: “It 
.s important for the welfare of 
our industry as a whole, that a 
sufficient number of our young 
people in the post war world 
should be given trade training 
of various sorts, so that they 
may be among the most high 
lv skilled workers in the world.’’ 

The Order defines an appren t 
ioe as “any person at least 16 
years of age who enters nto a 
written agreement wi h an em 
ployer to learn a skilled trade 
requiring a minimum of 4,000 
hours of reasonably continuous 
employment.” 

Assistance from th e Govern 
menu will relate largely to the 
vocational or other school cours

The power of the weekly 
newspaper was amply demon at r 
ated a few days ago when the 
Minister of Finance presented 
his budget to Parliament. Incl¬ 
uded in this budget was an ap- 
popriation cf $325,000 for expan 
ded study by the National Re¬ 
search into industrail utilization 
of iaim crops. 

Chumurgy—-the research into 
conversion of surplus farm crops 
to industrial uses—was prac.- 
ically unknown in Canada prior 
to 1938. In that year Cecil L.a- 
mont, representing the Line El 
evator Companies, vistied tiie 
piincipal research centres of the 
Unhed States. His report convin 
ced the Line Elevator Compan¬ 
ies that a great field for expand 
td industrial uses for surplus 
farm products was possible thru 
sriomtific research. 

The Line Elevators then pi° n 
eered a campaign for establish¬ 
ment c.f a Western division of 
the National Research Council 
dedicated to finding new indust¬ 
rial and edible uses for farm pro 
ducts. The weekly newspapers 
were solidly behind the advoc¬ 
acy of this plan designed to 
bring greyer prosperity to ag- 
ricul.ure. Their judgment has 
been vindicated. Today, wo fiind 
millions of bushels of wheat and 
ether grains being used for in¬ 
dustrial purposes. The reduction 
in the burdensome wheat sur¬ 
plus has strengthened the Can 
adiian wheat price from 70 cents 
per bushel to $1,25, plus wha; 
the participation certificates 
will finally bring the farmer. 
The farmer in which Vh: week¬ 
ly press has advocated what 
was r. ci<?ly idea in 1938 has 
resulted in all political parties 
and farmers' organizations solid 
iy suporting chsmurgy. The 
Government is now making a 
substantia, 1 amount available to 
expand research into indus- 

tial US 2 S for farm crops and 
has plans for the creation of 
Western laboratories of the Nat 
ional Research Council after th^ 
war. The power and influence 
of the weekly newspaper for 
go cl works is indeed great.

Apply NOW for your 
New Gasoline Licenses 
and Ration Coupon Books 


On March 31, the present gasoline licenses and ration coupon books 
will expire. After that date no gasoline will be sold except on the 
presentation of a 1944-43 ration book. 0 

In his own interests, every vehicle owner is asked to apply at once 
for a new license and ration coupon book for each of his vehicles. 
Application forms must be completed in detail. ^ 

Commencing April 1, under the 1944-45 rationing plan, the opera¬ 
tion of which will be basically the same as that now in effect, all 
non-commercial vehicle owners will again be allowed a basic “ AA" 
gasoline license and ration coupon book, containing 40 units for a 
passenger car, or 16 for a motorcycle. 

Similarly, owners of vehicles eligible for a “Special” category, who 
can prove their need, will be granted an extra vocational allowance, 
fixed in advance for the year ending March 31,1945. In determining 
the extra allowance — which will be measured to individual needs 
— the previous category and mileage of the car will not necessarily 
be an important consideration. 

The extra vocational coupons will again be issued in books labelled 
“Special”, and each book will contain not more than 60 units. To 
permit constant review of the needs of each category applicant, only 
one ‘ Special” book, or portion thereof, will be issued at a time. 

The Oil Controller also has the right to refuse any application for 
a “Special” category, or to suspend any ration coupon book for 
an infraction of the regulations. 

The shortage of gasoline is still acute. Do not apply for a “ Special” 
category unless your need is urgent. 

Gasoline for commercial vehicles will again be rationed. To assure 
themselves sufficient gasoline to carry on normal business activi¬ 
ties after March 31, operators of commercial vehicles arc urged to 
complete at once and m detail the required application for<cach of 
their vehicles. 

On and after April 1, service station attendants will not< accept 
gasoline ration coupons unless the license plate number of the motor 
vehicle for which they were issued is written in ink on each coupon. 
Every motor vehicle must also display on its windshield a 1944-45 
sticker indicating the category of the coupon book submitted at 
the time of the purchase. 

If the owner of a motor vehicle sells, transfers or disposes of it in 
any way, it is his obligation to sec tfiat the gasoline license and 
ration coupon book for that vehicle is returned immediately to the 
nearest Regional Oil Control Office. 

To obtain a gasoline license and ration* coupon book, secure an 
application form at your nearest Post Office. Study the 
form and follow carefully the instructions contained therein. 


When you rocolvo your 1944-45 gosoiino ration book, guard M'carafully. 
Do not loavo it in your cor. 9, bacouta of your noglfeonc% it is lost or 
stolon, it may not bo roplacod.
